John  Kisser  was  bom  July  14,  1825  in 
Schvabing,  a  suburb  of  Munich,  to  Henry  and  Maria 
(Beater)  Kisser,  a  farmer  ( G-cr.  o ckoman )  and  brandy 
manufacturer.  John  Kisser  was  the  youngest  hut  two 


near  Augsburg,  in  Bavaria,  until  12  years  of  age, 
when  ho  labored  at  horao  on  the  far.:,,  and  at  15  years 
ho  cane  apprenticed  to  a  cooper  named  ihnbbfowx/f:, 
Bedarkisl,  and  at  17  went  abroad  working  as  opportunit 
afforded  until  22  years  old  throughout  Bavaria* 

During  this  period  Grandfather  and  gr.on&sothor  Kisser 
together  with  Ml s  brother  Henry  and  sister  Julia

America  vi:a  Munich,  where  Aunt  Lena  lived,* to  Augs¬ 
burg,  xiannhrdnj  Rotterdam,  where  a  throe  masted 
sailing  ship  was  boarded  named  Ijeirg  which  consumed 
53  days  nuking  the  passage  to  the  port  of  Mew  Yorh, 
Sept  a  1845*

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Tho  Risocr  Family 


The  Risoor  family  io  Swiss  in  origin,  the  name-  ap¬ 
pearing  in  a  long  Hot  of  Swiss  family  names  in  Prof-. C. 
Henry  Smith’s  detailed  history,  “The  Story  of  tho  Hon- 
nonitos"  (pp  ,166-8) o  The  Canton  of  Zurich,  in  Switzer¬ 
land,  io  given  as  tho  early  homo  of  tho  Passers  in  a 
genealogical  chart  written  in  1G85  by  tho  Rev. Henry  - 
Arthur  Rioser  in  collaboration  with  his  father,  John 
Risoor  of  Burlington,  Iowa.  The  namo  Rioser  also  ap--* 
pears  in  various  records  of  tho  Swiss  persecution  of  - 
tho  Hennonites  which  bogan  in  1527  and  continued  until 
tho  Swiss  government  deported  the  remaining  I-Ionacnitos 
in  July  of  1711.  Since  family  names  v/oro  not  in  use  be¬ 
fore  the  year  1000,  it  io  impossible  to  do  more  than 
guess  at  where  they  might  have  lived  before  they  settled 
in  Zurich.  It  is  a  family  tradition  that  there  io  oomo 
slight  admixture  of  French  blood  in  the  line,  but  whether 
the  family  sought  sanctuary  in  tho  Swiss  mountains  from 
an  earlier  French  home,  or  whether  this  French  strain 
came  in  during  tho  family’s  exile  in  Alsace-Lorraine  in 
the  17th  century,  it  is  now  impossible  to  determine.  • 


There  io  on  modern  maps  of  Franco  a  village  calico. 
"Leo  Riceya",  almost  duo  south  of  B-ar-sur- Seine,  and  just 
below  the  48th  parallel,  in  what  was  once  tho  old  province 
of  Burgundy,  which,  from  1515  to  the  French  Revolution, 
was  in  the  soigneuric  of  Risse.  The  ooigneurie ’ o  name 
via s  spelled  Ricey  throughout  the ^ loth  century,  but  begin¬ 
ning  in  1605  it  was  spelled  Risse©  It  was  hold  by  various 
f nxai lies*  (Hiotoiro  Gcnealogiquo  ot  Chronologique  do  la 
liaison  Royalo  do  Franco,  dec  pairs,  grands  cfficicro  do  la 
Couronno  et  do  la  Mai son  du  Roy;  ot  deo  uncicns '  Barons  du 
Royaumo. . • .Par  le  P.Anoelme,  Augustin  Rechauffe,  continue© 
par  M.BuFourny.  3d  ed.  Paris,  Par  la  Ccmpagnie  de 
Libraire3,  1733.  8  tomes)  It  is  possible  that  tho  Rioser 
family  at  some  period  lived  on  this  cstato  and  took  their 
name  from  it,  since  the  French  pronunciation  of  tho  namo 
Risoer  would  leave  the  final  r  silent,  mailing  it  Risse. 


It  is  also  a  family  tradition  that  tho  Rissor  family 
at  an  early  period  had  a  castle  on,  or  near,  tho  Rhine; 
and  were  wealthy,  belonging  to  the  lessor  nobility.  Des¬ 
criptions  of  ouch  establishments  and  the  lifo  led  in 
them,  are  given  in  "Switzerland",  by  Lina  Hug  ana  Richard 
Stead,  published  in  1890.  "....according  to  the  eastern 
of  tho  age  (1077)  the  oldest  son  lived  in  the  paternal  •  * 
castlo  til  ho  succeeded,  whilst  the  younger  brother-  re¬ 
ceived  another  castle  with  the  usual  appendages  of  a  fort¬ 
ress  in  those  days:  rights  of  fishing  and  hunting,-  liooriy 
to  cut  down  wood  for  fuel  in  tho  forest  around,  paotura^e 
for  cattle  of  oome  miles  extent,  and  fuedal  service  from

the  florin*  thinly  scattorcd  ovor  tho  district,  with  a 
cv;):\U  homes  surrounded  by  a  few  cultivated  fields, 

called  a  Avail*-  the  name  otill  employed  to  don ignato  a 
very  small  property  in  many  parts  of  both  Gorman  and 
French  Switzerland."  ( p.  220 )  "••••hiri  territories ,  • 

though  extensive,  conn  in  ted  chiefly  of  largo  tracts  of 
wild,  waBtc ,  and  barren  mountain.  Tho  feudal  vassals 
. ...wore  rathor  in  eano  than  affluence  j  and  although 
'some  of  the  herdsmen  of  theno  Alpine  regions  ranked  as 
very  rich*  their  patriarchal  wealth  lay  in  cattle*  not 
bullion.”  (p.273)  "Tho  c-^tlo,  perched  on  the  summit  of 
a  steep  rock*  rising  from  a  deep  sombre  doll,  and  tho 
rugged  tower  cast  its  dark  shadow  far  ovor  tho  surround¬ 
ing  chain  of  barren  hills®  Tho  roads  that  conducted  to 
it  from  tho  distant  villages  were  tangled,  intricate  and 
mountainous;  'and  savo  by  some  bewildered  traveller  or  an 
occasional  pilgrim*  tho  loneliness  of  tills  little  fortress 
was  rarely  invaded;  for  pedlors  wore  cautious  of  exposing 
themselves  and  packs  in  ouch  localities  lost  board  and 
lodging  for  life  in  the  dungeon  might  bo  tho  solo  payment 
given  in  exchange  for  tho  rifled  contents  of  tho  latter." 
(Historical  Pictures  of  the  Middle  Ages.. .from  records  in 
tho  archives  of  Switzerland*  by  a  wand o ring  artist.  Lond. 
Bentley, 1054.  p.233)  This  author  goes  on  ta  describe  tho 
country  in  1030.  "3von  the  noble  causeways  constructed 
by  the  Homans  had  experienced  tho  barbarity  of  their 
conquerors,  and  were  rapidly  progressing  to  ruin.  Hero 
fallen  rocks,  there  descending' torrents  impeded  the 
traveller* s  path;~  now  a  river,  deep,  broad  and  rapid* 
must  bo  crossed  by  a  frail  plank  quivering  and  ro bounding 
under  his  foot.  Sometimes  a  safer  road  lay  through  dense 
forests  of  pine,  throwing  their  clark  shade  for  many  a 
dreary  mile  before  the  hesitating  eye  which  feared  to  ad¬ 
vance  into  their  gloom.  Wolves  and  serpents  wore  very 
common  in  tho  thick  woods  of  primeval  Helvetia,  and  law¬ 
less  men,  often  serfs  escaped  from  a  hard  master*  every¬ 
where  abounded.  Towns  and  villages  were  thinly  scattered, 
and  usually  surrounded  with  walls,  the  entrances  to  which 
wore  narrowly  watched  and  guarded,  permitting  neno  to 
como  in  or  go  out  without  ample  certitude*  of  the  respect¬

welcome  asylum  for  baron,  or  knight,  or  crucador,  if  not 
too  far  from  the  common  track?  but  pilgrims  bound  to  pen¬ 
itence,  and  tho  middle  classes  of  society,  seldom  ventured 
to  sound  tho  horn  that  hung  suspended'  at  his  lordly  portal 
and.  happy  might  they  consider  themselves  when,  after  a  day 
of  weariness*  peril  and  hunger,  they  found  a  safe  shelter 
for  tho  night  in  seme  miserable  peasant’s  hui^,  and  could 
assuage  their  famine  with  a  little  goat's  milk,  and  a  lev 
scraps  of  black  bread,  made  of  chesnuto  or  barley."

There  is  also,  in  "Descriptio  Helvotiao",  an  amusing 
description  of  the  habits  and  manners  of  the  Swiss  people,  * 
particularly  thoso  of  the  towns,  such  as  Zurich,  which  was 
written  between  1800  and  1504  by  Balcus,  the  ambassador  from 
Milan#  In  spite  of  the  annoyances  of  a  foreigner,  ho  gives 
a  clear  picture  of  what  our  ancestors  wore  like  just  before 
tho  Reformation*  "Although  accustomed  to  robbory  yet  the  •  .  . 

people  have  an  extravagant  generosity  to  tho  poor# • • #?hoir 
stately  but  remarkably  extravagant  daily  meals  they  spin  out 
to  great  length,  so  that  they  spend  two  to  throe  hours  at 
tablo  eating  thoir  many  discos  and  barbarous  spices  with  >( /X. 
much  noise  and  conversation#  They  show  ill-will  against 
thoso  who  despise  this  hind  of  tablo  pleasure#  Custom  al¬ 
lows  that  wouon ,  who  on  account  of  tho  beauty  of  their  faces 
or  tho  attraction  of  their  persons  are  uncommonly  loveable,

divine;  will  prescribe  laws  for  all  others  and  sit  in  judge¬ 
ment  on  tho  affairs  of  princes,  as  though  tho  appeal  and 
highest  judgement  belonged  to  them#"  (Johns  Hopkins  University 
Studies  in  Historical  and  Political  Science.  Ser.XXII,  Ho. 
o#  p# 18# ) 


It  is  in  this  period  that  tho  Riossr  coat- of -arms 
seems  to  belong,  since  tho  earlier  the  coat-of-armo,  the 
simpler  they  were,  developing  elaborate  forms  and  excre¬ 
scences  as  tho  feudal  age  drew  to  o.  closo#  In  this  case 
the  type  of  helmet,  the  gaudy  coloring,  tho  whole  elaborate 
style,  place  it  about  1500*  In  tho  Minneapolis  Art  Insti¬ 
tute  there  are  two  suits  of  armour  with  similar  helmets, 
both  Gorman,  one  dated  1520,  the  other  1550,-  which  would 
tend  to  confirm  this  conclusion.  The  birds  are  eagles,  and 
in  heraldic  terms  "aloft  at  gase,  holding  up  the  left  foot, 
wings  rising# M  This  coat-of-arms  is  a  copy  of  the  one  dec¬ 
orating  the  bov/1  of  a  white  meerschaum  pipe  and  labeled 
"V/appen  der  Kisser"  which  was  owned  by  Mary  Hioscr  Appoll 
of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  granddaughter  of  John  Rise or  of  Osthof- 
cn.  Copies  of  tho  coat-of-arms  wore  made  and  given  to  many 
of  the  nioces  and  nephews,  among  them  tho  Rev. Henry  Arthur 
Kisser,  whose  copy,  from  which  tho  front ispieco  was  made,  is 
now  owned  by  his  son,  tho  Rev# Hi chard  Arthur  Risser  of 
Michigan#

Bearing  in  mind  that  tho  early  ooato-of-arms  wore- 
quite  simplo*  without  tho  plumes*  mantling,  cor  olio  *  etc©, 
which-  over  decorate  tho  la tor  styles,  thero  ic  a  plain  re¬ 
semblance  between  the  Hie  cor  coat-of-arr no  and  oiio  chov/n  oh  . 
a  plato  at  tho  end  of  volume  A  of  J.Giebnachcr * s  "Grosses 
•  und  Allegemoinoo  Vapponbuoh"  which  was  published  in  llurn- 
berg  by  Bauer  and  Racpo  in  1890  from  still  earlier  editions. 
This  plate  was  copied  from  the  “Gosohichto  dor  Koraldik  aus 
'dor  Parioer  Lioderhandsohrift "  in  tho  Codex  Man os so.  The 
birds  resemble  the  "Haps burg  eagle'*  and  in  heraldic  terms 
aro  an  "eagle  displayed  with  wings  inverted".  Both  helmet 
and  crown  aro  typos  used  in  tho  18th  and  loth  centurion©  As 
for  tho  Codex  Haneooo  it  was  compiled  about  1550  in  tho  city 
of  Zurich.  ‘‘...©at  the  hospitabio  manor  and  court  of  Roger 
Kanes no,  a  famous  knight  and  magistrate  of  tho  city  ( was 
written)  tho  famous  Coder  Kunesse*  lately  at  Paris  it 
happened  to  bo  in  the  possession  of  the  Rico tor  of  tho  Pal¬ 
atinate  ,  and  was  carried  off  to  Franco  when  Louis  XIV  laid 
waste  to  the  province  —  now  in  Germany  (1890).  it  contains 
tho  songs  of  some  150  German  and  Swiss  minstrels©  who

between  tho  years  1200  and  1350.  Manes s o  and  his  son*  a 
canon  at  the  minster*  undertook  the  collection  out 
■  enthusiasm.  "  (Hug*  Lina*  and  Stead*  Richard  -  Switzerland. 
1890©  p©  )  It  u&a  a  common  -practise  in  early  feudal 
times  for  the  knights  and  barons  to  uso  the  distinguishing 
device  oftho  ruling  count  or  duke  of  tho  province  on  their 
own  shields?  so  it  is  to  be  presumed  either  that  tho  coat- 
of-arrao  in  the  Codex  Hanesso  was  an  early  form  of  the 
Kisser  c oat- o f - arms ,  or  that  ( since  the  Canton  of  Zurich 
was  for  a  period  un&or  Hapsburg  rulo)  tho  Kissers  modeled 
their  o oat- of- arms  on  that  of  the  Hapsburg  overlords  of 
Zurich.  In  either  event  it  seems  to  provo  that  the  family 
castle  and  lands  lay  on  the  Rhino  in  tho  canton  of  Zurich 
before  the  Reformation. 


All  this  was  lost*  however*  with  tho  Reformation* 

The  tradition  is,  that  because  they  refused  to  give  up 
their  now  faith*  thoy  wore  forced  to  floe  for  their  lives, 
their  property  was  confiscated*  and  thoy  were  reduced 
economically  to  tho  peasant  level.  Vnat  faith  they  first 
espoused  at  the  beginning  of  the  Reformation  wo  do  not 
know.  It  was  not  long,  however,  boforo  thoy  wore  listed 
in  Swiss  records  as  Monnonitos. 


The  Monnonitos  vorc  a  branch  of  tho  Anabaptists,  one 
of  tho  religious  groups  of  the  Protectant  Reformation;  and 
preached  a  voluntary,  indopendant  religious  organisation, 
without  a  religious  hierarchy  of  any  sort.  Thoy  believed 
in  adult  baptism  instead  of  tho  infant  baptism  then  prac¬ 
tised  by  all  other  religious  groups,  Catholic  and  Protest¬ 
ant  alike;  opposed  military  service;  and  stoodX  firmly 
for  separation  of  church  and  state.  Sinco  they  vero  the 
first  to  preach  tho  so  new  doctrines  thoy  drew  down  up  021 
themselves  all  tho  wrath  and  persecution  which  was  after¬ 
ward  shared  by  tho  Baptists,  Quakers,  Congrogationalis ts

( Pilgrims  and  Puritans),  and  Methodists*  The  persecution 
wao,  however,  Mainly  by  a  ocular  authorities.  "A?- though  • 
Mcnnonites  believed  governments  to  divinely  ordained, 
and  ao  ouch  to  bo  accorded  implicit  obedience  in  all  things

except  whore  roligiouo  convictions  v;oro  concerned,  yot 
refusal  to  tales  an  oath  of  any  sort,  including  tho  oati 
allogianoo,  wao  often  Mi a interpreted  by  the  governing 
authorities  ao  an  act  of  civil  disobedience  and  of  disloyal-* 
ty.  At  the  same  time  under  tho  feudal  system  which  still 
prevailed  in  Swit: norland,  tho  peasant  class  especially  was 
living  under  considerable  economic  and  aocial  oppression# 

The  charges  made  by  the  Hannon it es  against  tho  prevailing 
order  on  religious  grounds  often  v;as  not  much  different  from 
those  made  by  peasants  on  economic  grounds*  So  the  ruling 
authorities,  ever  fearful  of  losing  their  positions  of  power 
and  influence?  did  not  always  stop  to  draw  a  fine  distinc¬ 
tion  between  the  motives  of  the  peace-loving  Harm  Guides  and 
leaders  of  peasant  revolts  whoso  acts  wore  aimed  rebellion#

(Lshlemn,  H.P.  -  "Lancaster  County  in  Province, 
State,  and  nation"  Lancaster  County  Historical  Society 
Magazine,  vol.32-4,  1923-50.  p.23,  vol.33)  Individually, 
by  families,  or  in  largo  groups,  Mennoniteo  again  and  again 
fled  across  tho  borders  of  cantons  Zurich  and  Born  into  Al¬ 
sace,  Lorraine,  the  Palatinate,  or  down  tho  Rhino  into 
Holland#  It  is  probable  that  our  ancestors  fled  to  Alsace 
about  1650  with  several  hundred  othor  families  in  rasp on oe 
to  an  order  for  whole  so.  lo  exile  passed  by  the  Zurich 
Council.  How  long  they  remained  in  Alsaco  is  not  known, 
but  it  was  long  enough  to  give  rise  to  a  tradition  that  the 
family  had  originated  in  Alsace-Lorraine.

build  up  run-down  farms  and  so  demonstrate  progressive  farm¬ 
ing  methods  to  the  backward  Catholic  Bavarian  peasantry* 
John's  daughter,  Mrs .H.R. Buff  of  Vest  Palm  Beach,  Florida, 
mado  tho  statement  in  August  of  194-6,  that  sho  had  frquently 
heard  her  fathor  say  that  it  was  thio  forced  removal  to 
Bavatia  that  decided  nearly  all  of  Henry's  children  to  emi¬ 
grate  to  the  freedom  of  the  United  States.  It  coemo  probable 
too,  that  tho  same  reason  led  to  tho  migration  jto  Ohio  of 
Henry's  oldor  brother  Abraham _Risoor  and' his  children  which 
took  place  over  a  number  of  years,  from  about  1840  to  1856. 


.  The  following  genealogy  was  compiled  from  many  sources. 
The  bulk  of  the  material  on  Abraham  Rissor  (tho  "middle "  son) 
and  his  descendants,  was  generously  suppliod  by  Mr. William 
V. Rissor  of  Pasadena,  California,  who  had  gathered  tho  infor¬ 
mation  from  tombstones,  porsonal  interviews  with  descendants, 

and  personal  research  in  libraries  and  family  records.

Tho  remaining  material  on  tho  "Ohio  Rissoro"  was  sup¬ 
pliod  as  follows;  tho  data  on  Abraham  Rissor,  born  in  1301 
in  Bavaria,  and  his  descendants,  was  furnished  by  hio  grand¬ 
daughters,  tho  Misses  Lena  and  Elizabeth  Rissor  of  "Ris3er 
Farm",  Columbus  Grove,  Ohio.

Evidently  tho  good  pastor  and  his  wife  made  excellent 

poster  parents,  for  tho  next  we  know  is  that  her  grandson, 

John  Jacob  Huobnor,  while  still  a  young  man,  became  a  street 

preacher  of  tho  Gorman  Reformed  Church.  His  preaching  ability 

was  high,  and  such  crowds  clogged  the  streets  to  hear  him 
that  tho  authorities  warned  hin  to  desist,  which  ho  ignored. 
After  one  cr  two  further  offenses  ho  was  put  in  prison  in  a 
small  cell  whose  floor  was  laid  with  diamond- shaped  projections 
like  this*  ////l/t/M,  on  which  ho  had  tc  stand,  sit,  and  sleep, 
since  he  was  given  neither  chair,  table,  nor  bed.  After  a 
time  he  was  released  upon  his  promise  to  leave  tho  country, 
which  ho  did,  coming  to  America  in  1837. 


For  a  time  'no  preached  in  largo  Goman  Reformed  churches 
in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  elsewhere.  Then  Hr.  William  Bast,  to 
whom  had  been  given  tho  task  of  garnering  tho  Gorman  settlors 
in  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  and  other  western  states,  into  the 
Hethodist  church,  seleoted  about  a  dozon  of  the  leading  German 
preachers  as  missionaries j  John  Jacob  Kuebnor  being  one  of 
this  group,  who,  riding  on  horseback  through  this  pioneer  ter¬ 
ritory,  preaching  in  tho  log  cabins  or  in  the  open  air,  became 
known  as  oircuit . riders,-  his  powor  and  popularity  being  as 
great  in  these  western  states  as  it  had  been  in  Germany©

called  "The  Church  of  tho  Manarono".  This  was  often  oalled- 
tho  yirot  German  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  On  a  visit  to  •  ■  - 
Burlington  in  1034  hi a  grandson*  C.D.TUssor  of  St. Paul*  Minn., 
cav/  tho  window  for  the  first  time*  -  he  does  not  remember  cooing 
it  as  a  child  in  Burlington.  The  ohurch  io  vory  beautiful,  of 
cream  colored  sandstone,  witha  tall  and  olendor  Gothic  spire, 
and  stands  against  tho  top  of  tho  bluff  at  the  head  of  very 
steop  otroot.  According  to  tho  corner  stone,  which  has  been 
partially  chiseled  away  *  and  to  an  inscription  high  up  on  tho 
front  of  the  building*  it  was  bu5.lt  in  1363.  Tho  Gothic  win¬ 
dows  are* narrow  and  high*  of  stained  glass,  and  oach  window 
io  dedicated  to  a  different  individual.
